The speaker cook up Mr, Laurier's words 
that ‘what was hateful was not rebellion, 
but despotism.” He characterized them as 
good enough for a debating club, but en 
tirely out of place coming from a privy 
councillor. He had taken occasion to re- 
mind the House that Sir George E. Cartier 
had once been a rebel, and asked what he 
would have thought of Sir A. P. Caron’s 
“T hate rebellion.” ‘*But,'' continued Mr 
Chapleau, ‘‘is this outbreak, for which there 
was not the least provocation, to be com- 
pared with the great agitation of 1837, 
which resulted in the establishment of re- 
sponsible government’’?(Cheers.) The magic 
eloquence of the member for Quobec East 
would convince true Canadians that Riel 
was a hero anda martyr. Tho hon, gen- 
tleman spoke of conservative disloyalty, 
but what about grit and rouge dishonesty 7 
He did not bolieve in their sincerity on this 
question, (Hear, hear.) Not a speakeron 
the othor side hind expressed himself hon- 
estly, and he had as much right to say this 
as they hed to call himand his colleagues 
traitors. (Applause.) 

Mr, Chapleau proceeeded to criticize Mr, 
‘Laurier’s speech at length. In choosing 
European revolutions “as an excuse for 
Riel’s rising, his bon. friend had madea 
great mistake. It was an insult to history, 
an insult to'logic, to compare these great 
commotions with the rebellion in the North- 
west. 

As for the papers, all the papers were 
in, and they not only established the guilt 
of the rebels, but ‘‘condemn you,” hi 
said, pointing across the ‘House, ** for 
sympathizing with them.” Riel alienated 
the ‘half-breeds from their allegiance, 
tried to create a now religion, was a rene- 
gade and an apostate, and threatened 
with captivity those who did not yield to 
his designs. And it was for such a man as 
this that they asked clemency! (Hear, 
hear,) 

Mr, Chapleau took up the arumgents 
advanced by thé opposition as to why the 
prisoner should not have beén hanged, and 
answered thom ably from the Government 
standpoint, but introduced no matter that 
had not already been advanced by his 
colleagues, The administration of justice 
should be set aside from all political , pre- 
judice and passion. In discharging his 
duties, the Minister of Justice should be 
placed beyond the reach of political appeal, 
(Hear, hear.) Contending that Riel was 
not insane, the speaker graphically described 
the rebel’s scher and the crafty and 
shrowd manner in which he undertook to 
carry them out, his whole conduct being 
that of a man posscrsed of a sound mind 
and « powerfud will. 

Aa to the insanity plea, had the prison- 
er’s counsel believed that’they could sup- 
port that view on a full investigation, they 
would have made a special plea in insanity, 
and that would have compelled the Govern 
ment to make a special exdmination into 
the mental charactor of the prisoner. The

The Police Commission, 


The case of Oharles McKenzie against 
Sergt. Thos. Downs was settled by the Po- 
lice Commissioners, at 4 p. m. on Tuesday. 
McKenzie claimed that as he and a friend 
were standing in the doorway of the hall in 
the old post office block, at about 10 o'clock 
on the night of the 18th inst., engaged in 
conversation. Sergt. Downs came along and 
ordered them to move on. McKenzie hasa 
room in the block, and as a tenant claimed 
aright tostand in the doorway, and refused 
to move. In his testimony he said the offi- 
cer raised his baton threateningly,and used 
abusive language, 

The defence claimed that reports had 
been entered to the police that tenants in 
the block have been disturbed by parties 
making a nightly rendezvous of the hall, 
and that the officer did not know that Mc- 
Kenzie was a tenant. Sergt. Downs was 
fined $10 for using abusive language, 

The Commissioners give the following 
judgment. Q 

The Police Commissioners are of the opinion 
that the law which prevents men from standing 
at corners of streets, in doors and hall ways, 
should be more rigorously enforced in the Ta 
ture. Much annoyance and inconvenience 1s 
caused by inen standing at street corners, star- 
ing at passers by, and making frequent remarks 
more forcible than-polite. ath regard to the 
case of Sergeant Downs, we think his ubject in 
saccosting complainant was a proper one, but we 
think as soon as he learned that complainant was 
a tenant,he should not have interfered further, 
and under any circumstances should not haye 
used the langnage he did. Considering the 
disturbance and noise that has necessitated po- 
lice interference on several occasions in the hall 
in queation, and the fact that in consequence 
thereof the hall was directly under police su- 
pervision, the commissioners feel that the imposi- 
tion of a fine of $10, would adequately meet 
the circumstances of this case,

HALF-BREBD LAND OLAIMS. 


A return prosented to Parliament by the 
Minister of the Interior shows that of 31 
half-breeds of the Lake Qu'Appelle district 
who petitioned to the Government in 1874 
for land sixteen had received scrip or land 
in Manitoba, six did not prove their claims, 
and nine received scrip certificates from 
the commission appointed Inst year, Of 
147 residents of the Prince Albert settle- 
meént 36 had obtained their acrip in Mapi- 
toba, 71 did not prove their claims, and 40 
received scrip from the commission. There 
wore 276 half-breeds living in the vicinity of 
the Cypress Hills who petitioned, and of 
these 102-had obtained their scrip in Mani- 
toba, 161 did not prove their claims and 14 
obtained scrip from the commission, Of 
17 sottlers at Manitoba village who peti- 
tioned, five had obtained their scrip in 
Manitoba, four did not prove thgir claims 
and eight received their scrip from the 
commission, Of 116 settlers at Fort Qu'- 
Appelle who petitioned 67 had received 
ip in Manitoba, 14 did-mot prove their 
claimsand 44 obtained scrip from the 
commission, In September, 1882, 
Gabriel Dumont and 45 others, most- 

French half-breeds, settled on 
the west bank of the Saskatchewan, in the 
Prince Albert district, petitioned the Gov- 
ernment, and of those 36 had obtained scrip 
in Manitoba and 10 did not proxe their 
claims. From St. Louis de evin & 
petition was presented, signed by 32_half- 
breeds, and.of those 24 had obtained their 
acrip in Manitoba and eight did not prove 
their claims, Another petition from Fort 
Qu’Appelle bore./44 signatures, and of 
these persons 30 had obtained scrip in 
Manitoba, three did not prove their claims, 
and eleven obtained scrip from ‘the com- 
mission, The rising, it will be remember- 
ed, was confined to the half-breeds of St. 
Laurent and St. Louis de Langevin, of 
whom 78 had petitioned the Goverarment 
for scrip under the Act of 1879, and of these 
no leas than 60 had obtained their scrip in 
Manitoba, and vere entitled to nothing, 
and could legally receive no other treat- 
ment than that accorded other settlors ij 
the North-Weat. 


' OUTGENERALLED. 


Now that the emoke has cleared away the 
Tories are beginuing to realize that they have 
been baaly out-generalled all throvgh,—Grit 
paper.

Most choeso 
makers are making at so muoh per pound 
and many are anxious to make as much as 
possible and are not pueries enough in 
taking in the milk, Whore this s the cane 
cheese makers must not be surprised if 
they find some of their patrons neglecting 
to keep. up to the mark. Let a cheesema- 
ker be respectfully firm with his patrons 
and he will soon educate thom how to 
take caro of their milk and save themselves

til Monday. Tho best mechanic cannot do 
first class work without the proper mater- 
ial to work upon ; neither can cheese-mak- 
ers produce a first class article unless they 
get their milk delivered in good pees at 
the factory. This is as necessary to build 
upa good reputation as it is to have a good 
foundation in order to put up a substantial 
house, 
COLORING OF CHEESE. 

The question of coloring cheese needs 
factory nien’s aud cheese makers’ attention, 
particularly in this section, The demand 
for uncolored cheese has increased consid- 
erably during the last few years, but I think 
tally one half the chose are still required 
colored. 

Only a few factories in this section are 
properly colored ; sotie about 3 parts, oth- 
ers about half, and others again so slightly 
that you can scarcely tell if they are colored 
ornot; and some lots have two or three 
diferent shades, instead of being evenly 
colored, 

What is wanted is full colored cheese, 
and as nearly as I can find out it would 
take from 24 to 3 ounces of Mitchell's, 
Nichols’, or any other first clags annatto to 
a thousand pounds of milk to give this color, 
Sometimes sales have been missed through 
cheese not being sufficiently colored: 

It is a mistake to make nearly all colored 
cheese at the commencement of the season, 
as is sometimes done, for white or uncolor- 
ed cheese are wanted then as well as color- 
ed. Some factories are much better adapt- 
ed for making uncolored cheese than others. 

It is only necessary to bring this matter of 
poleaing to the attention of salesmen, as I 
know they are anxious to meet the reqifire- 
ments of the trade, and will givo the neces- 
sary instruction to their cheese makers. 


YACILITIES FOR CURING 


CHEESE, 

Let me say something respecting the 
facilities for curing and taking garo of 
cheese. Unfortunately the bulk of factor- 
les are not well adapted for this, and it 
would be a great improvement if all factor- 
ies put up in the futuro were built of brick 
or stone; the former is,*I think, proferable. 

The present buildings would be greatly 
improved if they wore bricked outside, and 
had outside blinds, similar to those used on 
our houses, hung on each window, and if 
the make rooms wero soparate from tho 
curing rooms. During the hot weather it 
weld be desirable to use the curing rooms 
on the ground floor exclusively, if possible, 
as they can bo kopt at a lower temperature 
than up stair rooms, 

An ice house at tho end of the curing 
rooms, with door opening between thom,

The Distress in Ireland. 
Measares Before Parliament fr the As: 
sistance of the Poor out of Werkhounes, 

Lonpoy, April 2.—The House of Commons 
this morning at two o’olock took upthe motion 
of Mr. Morley on the Poor Keliel for Ireland 
Bill, which passed to a second mading* The 
text of this Government bill for the relief of 
destitution in Ireland authorizes” boards of 
guardians to make grants of food to the poor, 
subject to the sanction of the Local Government 
Board. The first two motions of theact passed 
in 1883 for the relief of distressed unions are re- 
vived but the total amount of gmants must not 
exceed £40,000, Briefly stated, the object of 
the bill 1 to legalize the granting of outdoor re- 
lief in kind, on such conditions as the Local 
Government Board may specify. 

Mr. Morley said; “Since 1862 no person in 
Ireland in the occupation of more than a quar- 
ter of an acre of land could receive relief except 
jn the workhouse. It was now proposed, subject 
to certain restrictions, to enable outdoor relief 
to be given to destitute persons out of the work. 
house, To others than those occupying less 
than a quarter of an acre this relief would be 
in food only, and the provision would only 
remain in force to December 31, 1886." Messrs, 
Nolap, Dillon, Healy and Sexton followed in 
brief, pithy or tender speeches explaining the 
necessity tee the bill and each thanking the 
Irish Seoretary for bis promptitude, 

In a few days the bill will undoubtedly be- 
beme a law, and in the meantime the Govern. 
ment are forwarding to the West coast of Ire-

THE TOWN INA PANIC. 


Streets Strown with Furniture and 
Shop Goods, 


(By our own Reperter in Tuesdays Daily.) 

About 11.30 :Inst evening a messago was 
received over the Grand Srrank railway 
wires that the business of Napanee 
was in flames, that the firemen had lost 
control of the fire, and asking Belleville to 
rondor assistance. All that could be learn 
ed at that time was that the fire originated 
in the Opera House block, and was sweep- 
ing westward along the principal business 
stroot of the town at arate that threatened 
destruction to the entire business interests 
of the place, 

The fire alarm here was sounded shortly 
after the entertainment at the Opera 
House had ended. There was a large 
crowd on the atreet, which manifested con- 
siderable interest in the report of the «dis- 
aster, Mayor McIninch turned up at po- 
lice headquarters as if by magic, as he al- 
ways does in s case of emergency, and tel- 
ephoned in reply to the despatch received 
that Belleville would sent No, 1 fire engine 
and acomplement of mento work it. In 

wenty minutes the steamer, three horses 
and two hose reels were at the depot ready 
for shipment. A delay was caused by the 
receipt of a message stating that the fire 
was under contral and aid was not needed. 
Half an hour iater, howeyer, the ory for 
help was repeated, when the steamer was 
loaded on a flat car with the hose reels. The 
horsea quartered ina box car,and Chief of the 
Fire Department, W. H. Campbell, with 
Capt. Wilson, Robt. Simmons, Ed. 
Reeves, Geo. Brown, Robt. Wilson, Chas. 
Stewart, John McCoy, Sam’! Cornelius, 
Geo. Campbell, John Hogan, Robt. Backus, 
H. Meagher, Mayor Mclninch, City Clerk 
D. B. Robertson, a reporter and a number 
of others, jammed into the smallest, most 
uncomfortable, and ill-conditioned sort of 
caboose it is possible to'concdive of, when 
the expedition to relieve a hbor in dis- 
treas set out. Engineer D. i 
rode oh the flat car with his engine, . The 
special was in charge of D. Corrigan, with 
Thos. Collins for engineer and J. oni Casey 
fireman. The ron from Belleville to Na- 
panee was made in 40 minutes, Telegraph 
poles, as yiewed from the conductor's Jook- 
out, seemed as tooth ina fine comb.; The 
engine had but three cars attached to her 
and made quick time, The coat tails of an 
unfortunate youth who stole a ride on top 
the box car, fluttered in the breeze as a 
i of distress, but he got to Napanee, 
with a bruised hand and eyes fall of cin- 
ders, 

Napanee was reached at 1:45, Mayor 
Wilson ex-Mayor Joy, Reeve Carscallen, 
Chairman of the Fire Committee and 
Councillor AES met tho trainjat the 
depot with the information that the fire 
was subdued, and that the engine need not 
be unloaded. The Belleville boys were 
treated as heartily and with as much hos- 
pitality as though they had extinguished 
the flames. The inner man was refreshed 
at Morris’ restrauraht after the scene of the 
fire had been viewed. 

The sight that met the reporter's view on 
paasitin te business part of the town was 
one which beggers description. The town 
was lighted up from the still burning ruins, 
and showed groups of men on guard over 
a street strewn with furniture and house- 
hold effects. The sidewalks and roadway 
were almoat<impassable, from the litter that 
was heaped about. All manner of things 
were represented in the piles. The streets 
were thronged with people, and the fire- 
men were still at work throwing water on 
burning ruins. 

The fire orginated in Hinch & Co's dry 
goods store, on the south side of Dandas 
street. The atore was decorated for the 
millinery opening and was profusely drap- 
ed pith laces and other light fabrics. A 
Committee from the Presbyterian Church 
held a meeting there in the evening. As 
they were leaving the store at about 10:30 
a draft from the open door carried some 
lace, which was fastened in a chandelier, 
into the gas jet, which immediately caught 
fire. Mr, Hinch re the burning lace 
down with his hand and hurried it out of 
doors. On returning to the store he found 
that flames had been communicated to 
other articles and were spepecing to all 
parts of the building. Before anythin; 
could be saved the fire and smoke 20 fille: 
the place that it had to be abandoned. 
The fire spread with great rapidity. Tho 
wind was from the east and was blowing 
quite briskly. Symington’s grocery store 
to the west and J. J. Porry’s drug 
store tothe east of Mr. Hinch’s store 
were soon in flames, The drug store made 
a fierce fire. H,W. Perry's hardware store, 
east of the drug store, was also consumed, 
but @ gangway and the courso of the wind 
checked the spread of the flames in that 
direction, and marked the eastern limit of 
the fire. To the west the destroying ele- 
ment raged and spread with incalculable 
forco, Ohinneck’s jewelry store and Car- 
son’s harness shop were swept out. Between 
the harness shop and the Dominion Hotel 
there was a gangway. By the time the fire 
had reached the gangway, the wind had 
shifted to the north, The hotel was saved, 
but the frame se in the rear, stables, 
&o,, were burned,| {The window casings in 
the rear of the hotel block were on fire at 
different times, but the block was ultimate- 
ly saved. To the west of the hotel wasa 
row of frame buildings ocoupied by Mrs. 
Scrivor as a grocery store, KE. K. Bowen, 
second hand store, with Bruton's grocery 
and fruit store, on the corner of John St. 
All wore swept out in no time. 

The fire turned south on John Street 
and consumed Dr, Ashloy’s dwelling and 
dontal parlors, Mr, John Colos’ residence, 
Samuel McLaughlin's fino atone rosidonce, 
andJas. Daly's insurance office. The last 
mentioned building waa on tho corner of 
another street. The groed of the devour- 
ing cloment seemed only to be appeased 
when thoro was nothing for it to destroy. 

On the north side of Dundas Street, 
opposite tho burned district, the glass in 
the windows was cracked by the hoat, and 
the woodwork scorched, but the damages 
wore trifling. Plato glass windows wero 
saved by hanging blankota before thom, 
which were kept wet. Noarly all the fur- 
nituro of tho ‘Kichborne House was moyed 
out, but the building was not damaged.

If they be chosen small—under a foot high I 
have seen thousands planted—and thw roots be 
taken carefully up, with some earth frozen to 
them, covered till the moment for planting, and 
then woll planted, there 1s every reason. to, 6x, 
pect auccens. A few days of such work 1 tho 
most Valuable gift which could be conferred on 
a farm. Once started it keeps growing, arid be- 
fore we koow, almost, we have afarmin many 
respects twice'as pleasant to liye on as the next.

Soon after he was 
back in the employ of the Dickson Manu- 
facturing company, at Scranton, and it 
was upon this returm that he joined the 
Knights He soon induced the entire 
union t¢ join the Knights, and the union 
was distanded. In this way Local As- 
sembly No. 222 was organized in Novem- 
ber, 1876. He had become convinced that 
the battl of labor was to be fought out of 
a general union of the industrial classes, 
and not bya mere gathering of men of 
various trades into” separate ‘unions, Ho 
pointed out to his fellow’ workmén that 
the adyent of labor-saving machinery had 
entirely destroyed the old distinction be- 
tween skiled and ordinary labor, and that 
amanwko had served a five \years’ ap- 
eee might find himself at the 

nish in direct competition with.a machino 
operated by a boy, and that the boy-tend- 
ed machine would surely be tho victor. 
All this vas bringing the mechanic down 
to the leyel of the ordinary day laborer, 
and thatto admit thé laborer was the first 
step in thy work of elevating labor. Over 
a half dozen local assembles had been form- 
ed in Lackawanna county, and’ in 1876 a 
district aisembly was organized there 
with Mr. Powderly as district secretary,

At the St Louis convention of Kuights, 
held in Janaary,1879, Mr. Steyens was ro- 
elected and Mr. Powderly was chosen to 
the second position of General Worthy 
Foreman, (he time of the meeting of the 
general assembly was changed to Septem- 
ber, and in September, 1877, a convention 
was held in Chicago, when Mr. Powderl 
was chosen Grand Worthy Foreman. Each 
successive pera at tl see as#em- 
blies held at Pittsburg in 1880, at Detroit 
in 1881, at New York in 1882, at Cin- 
cinnati in 1883, at Philadelphia in 1884, 
and at Hamilton, Ont., in 1885, he was re- 
elected. , 

He had continued to reside at Scranton, 
and in April, 1878, his fellow-workinen 
put his name in nomination for mayor 
and clected him, The canvass was a lively 
one, 

Since his induction into the order of 
Knights of Labor, Mr. Powderly has given 
it his entire attention and @ vast amount of 
study. -He has yirtually reorganized tho 
order. He found it a close, oath-bound 
body, but at the Detroit general assombly 
in.1881,he urged the abolition of oaths and 
the removal of the obligation: of secrecy. 
This out off the objection which the clorgy 
had made againat it, and strengthened the 
order among the workmen. Mr. Powderly 
has issued many circulars of instruction, 
advice and counsel, He has been forced to 
oxplain every point in detail, to. do an on- 
ormous deal of correspondence, often for 
wooks at a time writing a8 any asa hun- 
drod lottors a day.

Having done 
everything in our power to prevent the 
state of things that now exists, Canadians 
can afford to reat easy under the imputa- 
tions now caat upon them, The Wash- 
ingtop treaty, ‘so far as it relates to these 
fisheries, having lapsed, the relations of the 
two countries in this respect are now gov- 
erned by the old treaty of 1818 and by 
our local Jaws and by nothing else, 
These amply protect our fisheries. It is 
not.true to say that in pursuance of this 
protection our armed cruisers are patrolling 
‘the high seas”; they are indeed patrolling 
Canadian waters, and it is only as an act 


of courtesy and to save tho United puaces 
fishing vessels the trouble anddelay and 
expense which must necessarily occur 
throu h their entering Canadian harbors 
on’ illegal errands, that they are notified 
on **the high seas,” It is a courtesy that 
can be easily dropped, but the result way 
make a considerable difference in the own- 
ers’ bank accounts by the end of the ren- 
son.

3. No person shall have in his possession 
any of the said animals or birds, no matter 
where procured, or any part or portion of 
any such animals or birds, during the peri- 
ods in which they are so protected ; pro- 
vided that they may be exponed for sale for 
fifteen days, and no longer, after such pe- 
riods, and may be had in possession for the 
private use of the owner and his family at

costs, for each offence ; (b) Incase of birds 
or eggs, by afine not exceeding $25, nor

For the Intelligencer, 
Notable Cases of Longevity. 


At tho residence offMr, Thos.'Blanchard, 
front of Sidney, three miles woat of Bolle- 
villo, the niost aged people of the immedi- 
ate neighborhood were assembled on the 
fifth inst. in celebration of the fifty-sixth 
birth: a Ai - Blanchard, 

The following is an account of the places, 
dates of Kirth, names and ages of the: por- 
sons referred’ to, as given to the writer 
when at the party. Thinking it may be 
somewhat interesting to your numerous 
readors, I send it for publication, 

Blijah Ketcheson, Esq., was born in 
Fredericksburg, June 28th, 1795, and is 
aged ninty years, nine months*and eight

years, five months and two days. ‘The 
dear old people all live along the front road 
in Sidney and. within the distance of two 
miles of each other, Their united ages 


physical and mental, are well preserved jor 
persons of their advanced ages. It was 
amusing and truly effecting to see them 
sitting in a circle facing each other so that 
all could more readily hear, while talkin, 
over incidents in their past lives to which 
their memory fondly cling. 

Thoy remember when Sidney was a wil- 
dorness, when deer, bear, and all kinds of 


mer time the bay would at times be dotted 
with tho birch canoes of the red men, and 
when all, young and old, had to labor faith- 
fully to procure food to eat, and raiment to 
put on... They tell of the time when Belle- 
ville was not, when the first ipdaop of public 
business in Sidney was located at the mouth 
of the little creck in front of the residence 
of Mr, Blanchard, and kept by a manu by 
the name of Ferguson; when there were 
no schools nor churches, and the means of 
mental and spiritual improvement were few 
indeed ; but when (they aftirm)meighbors 
were more loving and kind to each other 
than now. Perhaps that idea is quite uni- 
veraal with all old people well advanced in 
years, and is the natural sequence of the 
clinging of the memory and the affections 
of the heart to the friends of their youth, 
“*ntill to memory dear.’’ It was plain to 
the observer that. with some of the eompan: 
the “grasshopper” is becoming a ‘‘burden,” 
and that desire” is failing, ** because man 
goeth to his long home,” and that for them 
“the mourners” will soon *‘ go about the 
streots.”

The Cana- 
dian debt 18 largely made up of ‘provincial 
debts assumed by the general Government. 

The debt of fhe United States Govern- 
ment is $1,438,542,000, or about $30 per 
head of the population ; but to make the 
comparison fair the state debts ought to be 
added. That done there would be no great 
disparity between the two countries, except 
that Canada has very valuable assets and 
the United States have none. 

When Sir Richard said that the necessary 
taxation in Canada is'50 per cent ter 
than in the United States he said what no- 
body believes to be true. In this country 
the taxes last year aggregated $25,000,000, 
or just about $5 per head. That included 
subsidies to provinces and sinking fand on 
the debt, The taxes in the United ‘States 
last year amounted to $293,970,665, and in 
the separate states to $63,082,742—a total 
of $257,058,407 or more than $6.50 per 
head of the population. 

It is not necessary to follow such a man 
through a long’series of figures.. The peo- 
ple do not follow’ him. They are not 
affected by his figures or his reasonin, 
nore than by an extract from the pages of 
Baron Munchausen. No, the Government 
is notin the slightest danger because of 
anything Sir Richard Cartwright says. It 
would be as reasonable to suppose that the 
editorials of the Globe can hurt it, The 
editorials anfl the speeches are about on a 
par.

Excitement about-hydrophobia bas been 
intensitied in Newark, New Jersey, since 
the death of Poundkeeper George Neall on 
Tuesday evoning, from the bite of a. spits 
dog six weeks previously, and it is almost 
certain that the pound, which was closed 
on Saturday last, will be again oponed and 
kept in operation throughout the year. 
One of the Aldermen on the Pound Oom- 
mittee said yosterday that Neall told him 
on Thursday last that he* belicved he was 
getting the hydrophobia, and spoke to him 
about the diffioulty he experienced in drink- 
ing water from the pail at the pound. It 
is believed that, although "Neal! maintain- 
ed a firm exterior, he Was terrified” by the 
pain in his arm and the contraction of his 
throat, and that nervousness and dread 
aided the progress of the disease materially, 
He wasa strong and vigorous man, and 
fought hard until che last few hours ; but is 
positive that he felt gure he was suffer- 


ibg from the effects of the dog bite, and 
that the anticipation of w horriblé doath 


was present in his mind beforahe sought 
medicalaid, “During Uhis severest phrox-

‘or a voters’ list whish shall include the 
name of all yoters and of none others. It 
will prevent/Reformers electing candidates 
in constituencies in which they are ina 
minority. It will take from Reform asses- 
sors their time-Lonored privilege of elect- 
ing members of Parliament. The effects 
of the law are visible on every hand. The 
Globe says that Conservative have put many 
more names on the voters list than ‘Re-, 
formers. ‘The reason was that many more 
names of Conservatives had been left off by 
the assessors. It is not to be wondered at 
that in the opinion of the Globe the “law is 
“a villainous act villainouslyadministered.”’ 
It prevents the Reformers from swindling 
their opponents in the interest of pure Re- 
form government. This casé is very, very 
sad.—Spectator.

In Massachusetts there 
isan educational qualification, a know- 
Jodge of reading/and writing belog’ requir 
ed, and the paymontof poll-tax‘is also a 
pre-requisite, In Rhode Island, citizens 
of foreign birth aro not allowed to vote 
unless they are are also owners” of real 
estate, which provision excludes a very 
large percentage of the adult male popula- 
tion from the,polls. Thore are rotrictions in 
some other states, while in Wyoming ter- 
ritory tho basis.of manhood suffrage is ro- 
garded astoo narrow, and women are ad- 
mitted to the franchise. On this, as on 
many other points réspecting American 
institutions, superficial readers and ob- 
sorvors are misled by their ignorance of

The following éxtracts from a letter re- 
ceived by Col. Sergt. H, L. B.Rogs. of No. 
2 Company, G, G. F..G., who served with 
the Sharpshooters in the North-West, will 
be read with interest. The letter is 
written by Mr. P. G. Laurie, editor and 
proprietor of the Saskatchewan Herald, 
and is» dated at Battleford, March 22nd, 
1886. _ 

“It is now very well understood that the 
number of Indians killed last summer is 
Jargor™than at first conceded. We haye 
here « widow whose husband was killed at 
Duek Lake, and she admits that 25 went to 
the happy hunting ground at that fight,and 
as many more at Fish Croek, 

“About 40 can be located at Cut Knife, 
and as we arenow told the other Indians 
killed there were buried in the bed of the 
creek while the pricat was away, burying 
‘his people,” i. ¢., quasi-Ohristian Indians, 
an inspection of the stream will soon be 
made. Squawa—and it is from thom the 
truth must be worked out—say thore ‘were 
many more Indians killed than the white 
men thbught.’ The bodies found in the 
topes at Eagle Hills were those who came 
to grief in and around Battleford, from 15 
to 18 in all. 

“Up toa fow weeka ago there was all 
the.appearance of another outbreak here 
—adash on unprotected settlers and a 
cleaning up of running stock, but, latterly 
things have quieted down, and those who 
seomed inclined to buck are now quietly 
working and earnest in their assurances 
that they will not make fools of themaclves 
any moro.

TREES WITH DORMANT BUDS. 

Nurserymen often advertise trees in dor- 
mant bud. This is one in which last Au- 
gust a bud of some improved sort was in- 
serted in a wild nook ba too late to grow. 
Nearly all the old stock is cut off down to 
the bad, and if this fails, as it is liable to 
with careless transplanting, the trée is usu- 
ally a dead loss. If the bud dies the tree 
generally goes with it.

ASPARAGUS. 


Every farmer's family should haye a bed 
of asparagus, Ib is a delicious and health- 
ful vegetable. A’bed once set and proper- 
ly cared for will last for years, and grow 
better with time. Roots can be procured 
so cheaply that it is not’ worth while in 
making: the first bed to grow ‘pliints from 
séed. “Farmers especially should not make 
the mistake of planting tuo closely. ° Rows 
four feet apart are‘bettdr ‘than’ narrower, 
and plants two feet apart in the row. With 
tich soil; ag an asparagus bed sliould always 
have, the plants will’s0on occupy the entire 
room and produce finer shoots than if 
crowded, . 

GARGET IN Cows, 

For some days before dropping her calf 
a cdw should be closely looked after to see 
that her bag does not become feverish and 
sore from excessive amount of milk. Many 
cows need milking for afew days before 
calving to avoid trouble thereafter. If a 

oung heifer springs her bag long before 
ter time of calving, sho should be milked, 
spite of the protests of those who urge that 
this practice once begun must be continued 
every time she drops ac@lf thereafter, 
The objection isa true one. Milking thus 
early keeps the bag in good condition for 
secreting and Holaing milk, and this habit 
lasts through life. ut ifthe bag is neg- 
lected with the first calf the damage is 
equally irreparable. 

PINE YS, COARSE WOOLLED 'SIIREP, 

There is agood reagon why course-woolled 
sheép will’never become popular on thin 
and unprotected soil, They require cheap 
and abundant feed, and in this respect the 
Western farmer has an important adyan‘ 
tage. Eight fine-wooled sheep cdst 
much to keepas an avérage cow, while of 
Cotswold and Leicester five sheop will eat 
a cow's rations, and the proportion between 
the two is evon more diverse than this. 
Unless coarse woolled sheep have abundance 
of feed they will starve, Tho Merino 
breeds will pick a living om the poorest 
land if they have -half a chaneo, With 
equal feed a tlock of Merino sheep will 
produce much more wool than coarser 
breeds both in weight and value, 

YULVERIZING MANURE, 

The more finely pulverized manure is 
the moro effective it will be. This leads 
many farmers to compost everything, find- 
ing that the smallor bulk after fermentation 
produces better effects than the whole ap- 
plied in the greon state. Butdin mostoases 
this fermentation is accompanied by lossea 
of valuable nitrogon by evaporation, and of 
mineral plant food by leaching. Until the 
wastes from the manure heap are botter 
understood, and methods are takon to pro- 
vont thom, the common practice of draw- 
ing manures groon from the barnyard will 
be advisable for average farmors. In the 
soil what is lost from tho manure by fer- 
montation is retained for the use of future 
crops. The immediate efect may not be 
as groat as from rotten manure, but it is 
moro lasting,

The various speakers seemed to be im- 
presen with the conviction that the chances 

‘or establishing a thoroughly first class 
county fair depended upon the success of 
the West; Hastings oxhibit this year. From 
the business ability and enterprise of the 

fontlemen who compose the Board of 

irectors this year, it is safe to assert that 
this year's fair will far surpass anything yet 
given in Belleville. Private citizens and 
business men are willing to go down into 
their Heese) and the City Council will 
probably grant not less than $1,000 to aid 
the enterprise. 

Mr. Jas. St. Charles, President of the 
West Hastings Agricultural Society, was 
firat to speak, He called attention to the 
unsatisfactory state of tho fairs held in past 
years. Prizes could not be paid from the 

roceeds of each year's fair,as the prize list 

ad to be niade up in advance. If the 
City Council and Board of Trade would aid 
in a financial way, he felt confident at least 
50,000 or 60,000 people could be drawn 
here. The gate money would pay the 
rize money, but the society wanted aid in 
urnishing attractions. 

Col. Jas. Brown, a8 a member of tho 
Board of Trade, urged the Council to take 
the matter of granting aid to the Society 
under their; most favorable consideration, 
as a good fair would be to the advantage or 
the city. - 

Mr. Thomas Ritchio, President of the 
Belleville Board ot Trade, in a brief but 
well directed address to the Council, urged 
the necessity of a four days’ fair, and the 
consequent necessity for sheds and shelter 
for stock exhibited. A successful Fair 
would give the city the appearance of life 
and energy, the effects of which could not 
be calculated. 

Ex-Ald. J. W. Johnson said that, in last 
October, after witnossing the failure of the 
West Hastings Fair, he felt the necessity 
of giving the Society aid. He saw that 
Peterborough aided the fair there, and from 
the belief he had that Belleville would have 
to depend upon the agricultural interests 
of the County for support, he felt the Fair 
would be aided. The market accommoda- 
tions had resulted in establishing as good a 
market ag there was in Ontario, Lf accom- 
modations were given for the Fair it would 

attain tho same success. Trenton wanted 
the Fair, but he did not think it would pay 
Belleville to follow in Trenton’s wake. 

fr. R. J. Graham, of the Agricultural 
Society, said he learned from correspond- 

ence from Collingwood that a four days’ 
fair was visited by 44,550 people, and paid. 
Why could not Belleville do the same? 
Mr, Gilmour, of Trenton, had offered to

Mr. Connor, President of the Horticul- 
tural Society, hoped the Council would see 
thoir way clear to grant aid. 

Mr. J, W. London said all the points had 
been brought out by the preceding speakers 
and he would not occupy the time of the 
Council. 

Mr. Hurley said if the fairgrounds could 
be furnished with sufficient accommodations 
the fair would bea success, He believed 
the township fairs would finally fall in line 
and aid in a county fair. 

Ald. Northrup asked what sum, in the 
opinion of the members of the Board of 
Trade present, would be a suitable sam to 
grant in aid of the Society. 

Mr. Ritchie said it would perhaps be 
best for the city to appoint a committee to 
confer with a committee from the Board of 
Trade to discuss the subject. 

Mr, St. Charles said any grant made by 
the ciby would be used to enlarge the 
grounds and provide sheds for stock. 

Mr. Graham said he had conversed with 
several members of the East Hastings and 
Prince Edward Agricultural Societies and 
had been told by them that they had better 
fairs than was held at Belleville, and as 
soon as it was shown that they intended to 
give a better fair they would amalgamate, 

Ald. Diamond said the subject under 
discussion would receive the serious con- 
sideration of the Council, when the depu- 
tation withdrew.

Presbyterian Church, 

The congregation of this Church had 
their annual gathering on Tuesday of last 
week, it being the 29th anniversary of the 
induction of the pastor, Rey. D. Wishart. 
After the meeting in the Church, where 
the annual Financial and Statistical reports 
were read, and discussed and adopted by 
the congregation, they adjourned to the 
basement, where the ladies of the congre- 
gation had provided a most sumptuous 
repast, About 250 sat down to the tables 
and a very pleasant time was spent in 
mutual expressions of satisfaction at the 
result attained by the congregation; and it 
is certainly of a very satisfactory character. 
When Mr. Wishart came here 29 years ago, 
his parish extended down into Huntingdon 
and up into Madoc, to Rupert’s School 
house, Allen Settlement and Queensboro. 
The records of the church show between 
600 and 700 communicants as having 
been admitted by him during that time, 
Sixteen years ago, the charge having been 
divided and sub-divided, he assumed the 
charge of the limits of his present congre- 
gation. When he came here in 1857,there 
were 26 members within its limits ; now 
131. Then a wooden church, partly finish- 
ed. It was improved and added to until it 
cost $5,000. It was afterwards destroyed 
by fire and only an insurance of $1,200 sav- 
td with which to commence a new one. By 
the determined will of the pastor and the 

ople they have now completed oneof the 

nest churches in the county, ata cost of 
about $20,000, now free from debt. There 
is no wonder the congregation rejoices at 
such results, During the year just closed 
they raised $2,200 for church purposes, in 
addition the Sabbath School raised $146. 
Total $2,346. The Sabbath School has a 
fine library, and a membership of 160 
pupils. There isan organ in the church 
which cost nearly $1,000, and a small one 
in the lecture room for the Sabbath 
School. 

There are not many congregations that 
can show euch arecord,and we congratulate 
them on their eS success. Much is due 
to the pastor, For indomitable persever- 
ance—instant in season and out of season— 
he has not many equals, and his people 
realize that he has made many sacrifices 
for this great object of his life ; but ho has 
won a place in their hearts that is worth 
more then gold. He has had many earnest 
helpers, and none more marked than the 
late lamented Hugh McKenzie. We un- 
derstand the congregation have decided nob 
to stop; they propose to finish the cast wall 
of the grounds this year and to erect an 
outbuilding, 24x30, finished with improved 
conveniences for the congregation. There 
was prosont with them at their gathoring, 
the Rov.

He proposes to 
issue £180,000,000 new three per cent, 
Consols during tho next six years, the 
proceeds to be applied ‘to the purchase 
of the land of such landlords as wish 
to sell, the land to be handed to the ten- 
ants if they wish to purchase. Power to 
expropriate land in congested districts is 
given, but it is not sought in any case to 
compel the tenants to purchase. Such ten- 
ants as purchase will have to pay an annual 
rent sufficient to return the principal and 
Pay interest on the sums for which they 
purchase. The Irish Government, it ap- 
pears, is to appoint the rent collectors. A 
sum of £2,000,000 a year is to be paid to the 
Imperial Government by Ireland on account 
of these rents, which, added to the Imperial 
contribution, will make £6,242,000 that 
the Irish taxpayers will have to pay annual- 
ly to Britain. Mr. Gladstone shows that 
at present they pay £6,980,000, and it is 
not clear that this includes any of the rent 
now paid to absenteo landlords. Mr.Glad- 
stone also contended that Britain would

Synopsis of the Home Rule B10), 


The House of Commons having voted 
permission to Mr, Gladstone to introduce 
his bill for the better government of -Ire- 
land, the official text of the measure is | to- 
day made public. It debars the proposed 
Irish Parliament from legislating concern- 
the status, dignity or succession of the 
Crown ; from passing laws affecting peace 
or war, army or navy, militia or yolunteers 
op defence of the realm, and from taking 
any action concerning the foreign or 
colonial relations of the Empire. Among 
other subjects placed beyond the pow- 
er of the Irish Government to deal 
with are dignities, titles and honors ; 
prizes and Looties of war ; offonces against 
the law of vations, treason and alienage, 
navigation, copyright, patents, mails, tele- 

raphs, coinage,and weights and measures. 
fine bill furthor prohibits Ireland from do- 
ing anything to ostablish or endow any ro- 
ligion,or to disturb or confor any privileges 
on account of religious belief, and also for- 
bids it to impose customs or excise dutios. 
Tho Queen is given the same prerogative to 
summon, prorogue, and dissolve tho Irish 
Logialature as sho has with respoct tothe Im-

These should be rounded oyer 
enough to throw the water into the gutters. 
Nothing adds more toa place than well: 
kept avenues and paths. Where it is neo* 
essary to care for the water, it will be 
found far better to lay o drain pipe on tho 
side of the avenue ; a foot deep is enough, 
with basins at the pointes where the most 
water Concentrates, carrying it to the most 
convenient place. Where selected beach 
stones of nearly uniform size can be ob- 
tainod, a gutter makes a nice finish to aye- 
n 


ues. 
The edges of the paths and avenues 
should neyer be so high as to be very dis- 
tinctive. They should be kept low. but 
well defined, Use the scuffle hoe and fine 
rake freely when thé weeds aré scarcely 
perceptible. Paved gutters are not éxpen- 
sive to keep clean, When the grounds 
have the Spring raking and cleaning, the 
gutters should be thoroughly swept with a 
stiff broom, 
Good grass is one of the most essential 
factors. Without it, plant whatever you 
lease, you will never have a good-looking 
jot. Let all the ground be well prepared. 
Top-dressing is good but food at the roots 
is better. dry spell will soon convince 
the observer of this fact. The use of 
stone and marble for fences and curbing is 
iving way tothe landscape lawn plan.

IMPORTANT 10 SBTTLERS. 


The Toronto News, which een 
unbounded admiration for the political in- 
stitutions of the United States, feels con- 
strained to admit that, in at least one im- 
portant respect, Canada offers superior ad- 
vantages to sottlers. It says : 

One important respect in which Canada com- 
pares favorably with the United States is the 
‘absence of those destructive cyclones which from 
time to time cause such serious destruction of 
life and property in the Western States. Such 
calamities as are from Minnesota, where 
about seventy peo] sere ree eee acon- 
siderably, num! for some rea. 
son or other do not occur in this latitude. The 
danger of being caught up and swept off in acy- 
clone is an ever-present one to the settler in the 
American Northwest, snd in many localities 
collars are specially constructed with a view to 
affurding a place of safety from those visitations, 
Tho freedom from cyclones ought to have oon, 
siderable weight in_ inducing settlers to prefer 

iaasahome. But unfortunately, bad gov- 
ernment and mismanagement in high places are 
deterrents which, so far, have been powerful to 
offset the numerous natural advantages possess- 
ed by the Dominion. 

So far s0 good, but the News as might 
be expected from so ardent an admirer of the 
great Republic, doesnot tell the whole truth, 
The danger from cyclones is nob confined 
to the North-Western States, as some of 
the most terrific effects of those dreadful 
rotatory winds have been experienced in 
the Western, South-western and Southern 
States, notably Indiana, Kansas, Missouri, 
Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama and Texas, 
whilst even Pennsylvania and New York 
have suffered from their visitation. 

in another respect, which the News does 
not mention, the Dominion possesses a 
very great advantage, namely comparative 
immunity from disastrous floods, from 
Which the Western and South-western 
States have suffered enormous losses of life 
and property annually for many years, and 
must always suffer, owing to the nature of 
the country through which the rivers flow, 
every spring and whenever an extraordi- 
heavy rain-fall occurs. This is an evil 
which is growing greater year by year, 
owing to the destruction of the timber along 
tho courses of the rivers. 

In addition, Canada possesses immensely 
superior advantages for emigrants from 
Europe in,the range of temperature and 
remarkable healthfulneas of its climate, 

Of course the News could not,asa Yankee 
organ, allow its statements of the superior 
natural advantages of the Dominion—in- 
suflicient as we have shown them to be—to 
go to the public without an offset, hence 
the untruthful averment as to bad govern- 
ment, which statements aro contradicted 
by these facta: Our people are amongat 
the most law-abiding in the world, as is 
shown by the criminal statistics of many 
countries. The revenue levied in Canada 
and expenditure per head in Canada aro 
smaller than those of any other thoroughly 
ciyilized country. The public debt, per 
head of the population, is amaller than that 
of the great majority of countries, and 
Canada’s assets, such as railways, canals, 
public buildings and other works of public 
utility, bear a larger proportion to her in- 
debtuess than those of any o ther country. 
Such results aro not the fruit of bad 
Administration or of a bad system of Gov- 
ernment. At all events the United States 
with great natural resources, with agreater 

varioty of climate than Canada possesses 
and with an immense influx of emigrants 
from other countries, has been unable to 
rival thom undera Republican form of 
Government.

At another 
meeting, held on the 19th of May, a Jetter 
was read from Mr, Jamieson stating that 
the agrooment proposed to be made with 
him was not in accordance with the origin- 
al understanding between him and the 
company. The president reported that in 
pursuance with the authority given him he 
had signed the agreement between the 
company and Mr. Jamieson.

odor of sanctity) a man whose career had 
been a very remarkable one, and who for 
many years had been an object, first of 
terror, then of interest to the colonies. He 
was a convict, and, what is more, a crimi- 
nal. Henry Garrett was the sort of char- 
acter round which many strange stories 
seem naturally to collect, The writer re- 
membors how pleasantly Garrett was al- 
ways spoken of, in Now Zealand where ho 
had committed some of tho most daring 
robberies ; even the men whom he had rob- 
bed had something to say in his favor and 
the prison authorities, we should know if 
any one should, all had asort of kindness 
for the graceful reprobate. During his 
long career of crime he was never known 
to have shed human blood, and never to 
have robbed or injured a woman, The 
early years of Garrett are shrouded in a 
discreet, and perhaps kindly, veil of mys- 
tery, but in the year of Our Lord 1843 ho 
received a sentence in England of ten years 
penal servitude, Garrett, having reached 
Australia, and tiring of small deeds, déter- 
mined to fly at higher game, and to do 
somethin y of himself. He boldly 
conceived and as bodily carried out a moat 
daring bank robbery. Unwilling to. bring 
another into trouble (or perhaps from a 
desire of not sharing the plunder) Mr, Gar- 
rett determined to carry out 
HIS SCHEME SINGLE HANDED, 
and proceeded with the utmost coolness— 
ni , or at least desirable, in dusty 
Ballarat—to do his little job in broad day- 
light. Posting a notice on the outside of 
the bank he had selected for his operations 
that the establishment would be closed for 
an hour, he went in, shut the front door 
after him, and presenting a loaded revol- 
ver at the heads of the surprised and some- 
what disconcerted officials, he demanded 
the contents of the safe. Receiving this 
he quietly locked the clerks in the build- 
ing, and departed smiling by the back door 
with 4 profit of £6,000 as the reward of 
his commercial enterprise. With this com- 
fortable little sum the enterprising Henry 
eacaped to England, but being followed by 
a meddlesome and interfering detective he 
was caught in the streets of Londen. Sent 
back to Australia, he was tried and receiv- 
ed a sentence of ten years’ penal servitude. 
Upon the expiration of his term,he crossed 
over to enlighten the neighboring colony of 
New Zealand. Ho could not let his great 
talents and extraordinary daring. 
RUST FROM DISUSE 

and recognizing in the newly opened gold 
digsinga a likely field of labor, he betook 
himself to those parts, Among many well 
planned robberies, with the skilful execu- 
tion of which he distinguished himself, 
chiefly conspicuous was the feat he accom- 
putea of *‘sticking up” 17 men, not far 
rom Dunedin, and relieying them of their 
valuables. The process of ‘sticking up” 
is charmingly simple. The operator poun- 
ces out from his ambush upon an unsus- 
pecting party of trayellers, and with loaded 
revolver raised, he cries out ‘‘ Bail up!”

anded, managed his 17 men himself. In 
4 short time he had them all tied to trees, 
and then, at his own convenience, he emp- 
tied their pockets. All this is pleasant to 
hear, but the pleasantest part of the story 
has yet to be told. With a kindliness ot 
heart which was so pleasing a characteris- 
tic of 


OUN AMIABLE BUSHRANGER 
he made a good fire, boiled a billy of water, 
and gave them all tea. Moreover,knowing 
the solace of tobacco, he filled—from their 
own pouches—the pipes of such of the 
party as smoked, and lighted them. Then 
wishing them a kindly ‘*Good night, good 
night |” Mr.Garrett yamoosed, He received 
a sontence of twenty years’ imprisonmrnt, 
from which, by special permission, this 
much persecuted man was released in 1882, 
Although he had then reached the Psalm- 
ists limit of three score years and ten, 
he could not remain idlo when he regained 
his liberty. Tho malady of an incorrigible 
taste for other people's goods, from which 
ho had suffered so long, again asserted it- 
self, and the indefatigable soptuagenarian 
had, in the November of that year, the 
misfortune to be discovered, very late at 
night, and with fifty skeleton keys, in the 
wholosale warehouse of some oxclusive 
neighbor. Appearances were fatally against 
him, and hoe was removed for the last timo 
to his—one would imagine—almost too 
familiar gaol. There, before he had work 
od off his latest sentence, he died a month 
or two ago, Ho was a very woll read man, 
fond of scionce and a disciply of Darwin. 
His memory was marvellous and he was a 
most entertaining companion. He had o 
good knowledge of the law, and ho was a 
practical ongineer.

In answer to Mr, Wills, Mr. Murphy 
said tho first time he called for the grant 
Mr, Wills told him there were no funds for 
the payment of the amount. There had 
been no provision made in the estimates. 
Mr. Murphy said he did not want the cash 
but applied to have it placed to the credit 
of the township. The second time ap- 
plication was made he was told the Ontario 
Government claimed the amount and re- 
fused to pay it. The money was not to 
pay for the road but to refund the town- 
ship in the amount they had already paid. 
The county had been put to the expense 
of a deputation to Toronto to endeavor to 
get the Government to name their claim, 
and afverwards gotanordor fromthe warden, 
when the money was paid. 

The next charge was, that by making

1n reply to this Mr. Wills said he had 
yet to learn that there is any wrong in an 
agent taking the opinion of his principalas 
to the advisability of loaning his money on 
certain securities, and he considered that 
he was not going beyond his duty in con- 
sulting some of the intelligent ratepayers 
in such matters, whom he thought in tran- 
sactions like these are in a corresponding 
position, and he must ask the indulgence 
of the Committee if he were wrong. The 
only complaint he had ever heard in this 
connection was the application from Mr, 
Ashley fora loan. He merely mentioned 
the matter to a few of our county ratepay- 
ers, not a half a dozen in all, and if some 
one of them should have come to the con- 
clusion that this unsuccessful application 
was the cause of Mr. Ashley’s hostility to 
him, he could not be held responsible 
for it. He never saw the article in the In- 
TELLIGENCER signed by ‘‘Quiz” until after 
it was published, That this incident has 
affected the making of advantageous in- 
vestments in mortgages of the sinking fund 
he doubted very much, but believed that 
the true causes of Mr, Bell’s not being 
ablo to loan are: First. The great compe- 
tition on the part of loaners for good se- 
curitios, and second, that there must be 
publicity after the loan is made, as any 
member of the Council would have the 
right to bring the subject before the Coun- 
cil at any time, which to the minds of 
many persons is objectionable,

The plamb 
sternpost has also been removed and re- 
placed, the keel being shortened 3 ft. aft, 
giving a corresponding rake. Tho high side 
has also been reduced, the plates being 
chipped off. Tho hoist will be 10 ft. less 
than last year. The sail area has been 
altered by a considerablereduction in height 
and a proportionate increase in a fore and 
aft direction, the distance from jibstay to 
end of main boom being 10 ft. more than 
before, 8 ft. being on the end of the bow- 
sprit. Capt. Geo. Cooley, formerly of the 
schooner Clytie, will command her. 

The Puritan will also receive a new out- 
fit of canyas and will get a thorough over- 
haul, 

The four yachts above mentioned will, 
after they have been got in the best pos- 
sible trim, sail a series of trial races, and 
the ono which proves horself the best will 
bo selected as the defender of the cup. 

But little has been heard of the Galatea 
beyond the fact that her ballast plan was 
being altered, that she is to have a larger 
rig, and that she will sail in some of the 
principal regattas before crossing the ocean.

In speaking of offences forgery, larceny, 
arson and perjury, the learned Judge 
said perjury wes one of the most serious 
offences It sapped the foundation of jus- 
tice. He had been frequently attacked by 
newspapers, he said, in speaking on the 
matter at considerable length, and the 
Globe had said that a newspaper had tho 
same effect upon him thatared rag had 
upon abull. He said he was only opposed 
to papers for making. immoderate assaults 
upon public men. Papers had no right, 
because a man differed with the editor in 
opinion,to slander and attack him porsonal- 
ly. Articles had been written against 
judges on the bench which, were 

litical fecling not so strong, would 

as been proceeded against for contempt 
of court. He reviewed tho duties of the 
Grand Jury, condemned labor strikes as 
injurious to all parties concerned, and 
read portions of a letter received by him 
from New York attacking him for opinions 
expressed by him at Kingston, the 
writer accused him of speaking 
against laboring men. Ho must have 
misconstrued his remarks, as he con- 
sidered a laboring man as good as himself 
with as many rights to be protected. The 
laboring man was the backbono and sinew 
of the country. He would not give the 
name of the writer, as he believed he was 
seeking notoriety, and he would not aid 
him in attaining that end.

Bible Cities in Egypt. 


What Recent Explorations ha Discovered 
in the Laud of Goshen. 


Mr. Reginald Stuart Pool, LL.D., keep- 
er of the coins in the British museum, and 
correspondent of the French institute, lec- 
tured in London lately on the buried Bibli- 
cal cities in Egypt, After noticing the 
three schools of Biblical critics, the old or 
conservative, the new or critical, and the 
historical school, and pointing out the in- 
sufficient attention many of the critics had 
paid to historical evidence, Mr. Poole pass- 
ed to the subject of the evening—Mr, Na- 
ville’s extremely important discoveries. 
Mr. Naville, by Professor Maspero’s ad- 
vice, had begun his work for the Egypt 
Exploration fund by attacking the great 
mound in the valley of the Sweet Water 
canal, which Prof. Lepsius had identitied 
with the Raamses or Rameses built as a 
store-city during the oppression of the 
Hebrews. The great Egyptologist and 
archwological explorer found the mound to 
entomb the sister city Pithom, which con- 
sisted ofa strongly-walled enclosure of 
about the size of Svncolitainnflelaa) con- 
taining atemple and very massiye store 
chambers, which must have been founded 
by Rameses II, about B, ©, 1400. The 
identification of the great oppressor who 
built these cities early in his reign led 
to the conclusion that his successor Men- 
ephtah was the Pharaoh of the Exodus— 
a conclusion supported by the known char- 
acters of these two Pharaohs,and in accord- 
ance with the chronology founded on the 
concurrent genealogies in the Bible, which 
would place the Exodus about B. ©, 1220. 
Mr, Naville has followed up this first result 
by the discovery of the heretofore totally 
lost city Goshen, the capital of the ‘* Land 
of Goshen.” He argued that the Land of 
Goshen, on its constitution as an Egyptian 
province by Rameses I1.,on the occasion of 
the enslaving of the Hebrew population, was 
thus called the Land of Rameses, and that 
the city of Rameses must be identical with 
the town of Goshen, or must haye been, at 
any rate, not far from it. Rameses was 
confessedly the starting point of the Exo- 
dus, and the route must have passed along 
the valley of the Sweet Water canal to 
Pithom, the civil name of which, Thekat, 
is the Hebrew Succoth, the name of the 
second station, each station being the terri- 
tory of a capital city of the same name, 
The importance of these results, as show- 
ing the accuracy of the Bible - narrative, 
could not be disputed. Mr. Poole then 
alluded to the absence of any relation be- 
tween the Hebrew religion and that of the 
town of Goshen, and concluded by drawing 
attention toa remarkable theory propound- 
ed in the Revue Byyptologique by M. Groff, 
which, if accepted, threw a flood of light on 
the darkness of the history of the Hebrews 
betweon the death of Joseph and the op- 
pression.

Military Matters, 


The following extract from regulations 
respecting the wearing of military medals, 
is published in the Canada Gazette for the 
information of all concerned : 

Military medals are to be worn by offi- 
cers suspended from a single bar which is 
not to be seen. 

The bar is to be placed between the firat 
and second buttons from the bottom of the 
collar of the tunic ; in hussar regiments im-

The riband is not to exceed one inch in 
length. 

The buckle attached to the riband of the 
third class of the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George should be seen, 

The Order of St. Michael and St. George, 
if worn with a medal, should be first, being 
placed farthest from the left shoulder. 

Orders and medals in miniature may be 
worn by Officers in undreas uniform and 
mess dreas, but must be suspended as di 
rected above for full sized order and medal; 
if minature orders and medals are not 
worn, ribands may be worn sewn on, 


The bar for the suspension of decorations 
and medal is in all cases to be provided at 
the expense of tho wearer. It may be of 
any metal and of any nattorn conslatent 
with the 2bove directions, provided the bar 
and buckle are wholly concealed by the rib- 
ands, 

Military medals granted to non-commis- 
sioned officers and men will be worn as in- 
dicated in the foregoing ; but they may be 
stitched and worn in a horizontal line on 
the tunic. In undress uniform the riband 
only is worn by soldiers stitched on to the 
jacket or frock, half an inch in length. 

Officers commanding companies are to 
ascortain that men wearing medals aro 
entitled todo so and that they are their 
own, 


When a man who ought to have medals 
is unable to produce them, a Board, to 
consist of one captain and two subslterns, 
is to enquire into and record the causo of 
the loss. If the Board be of opinion that 
the man has designedly mado away with 
his medals he may bo tried by court martial, 
If convicted, in such a caso after five years’ 
good service, the offender may be recom- 
mended to the General Commanding for a 
new modal on paying the value theroof,
